THE PRISONERS. 
Parties who were fortunate enough to ob- 
tain entrance to Camp Douglas yesterday fove- 
noon, might have seen standing, shivering in 
the snow, in about the centre of the parade 
ground, collection of men wearing all the 
colors of the rainbow upon their backs in the 
shape of raiment. There were seven or eight 
bundred prisontrs in the group. Their clothes 
bad been intended for a warmer country, and 
their frames were all unused to the cold 
weather of a northern climate, hence the 
prisoners looked pale, and actually had at- 
tacks of ague chills as they stood awaiting the

Onesquad of men with whom we 
conversed sald that they wore told that if they 
eulisted one day, they would not be drafted 
the next—wofully adding, ‘‘We did not like 
to have it said that we. were drated /”” 

One of the captives, a German of fine form, 
and used to war from hie childhood, sought 
out a captain in Cel. Voss’ Cavalry Regiment 
almost immediately upon entering the camp, 
and made known his desire to enlist. He said 
he had been compelled to fight with Floyd and 
other men of his stripe, against the flag he 
loved, and now he wanted to make amends 
by fighting on his own account against the 
traitors and their serpent colors. We left the 
captain arguing the question of propriety 
with his commanding officer, who probably 
advised the German to let the matter rest as it 
was for a time. 

A little, three-foot-six fellow, apparently 


about thirteen years old, was In one of the 


regiments. Some one suggested that he must 
be a drummer, or of that sert. 
No, sir, said he, “I shoulder a musket by 
G—!" He had certainly attained to maturity 
in profanity, if in nothing else. 

A laughable incident occurred, which will 
perhaps teach the offender that a rebel may 
be as quick at a repartee as any other man A 
soldier had given a Seotch bonnet toa rebel 
who had lost his headgear. An officer of the 
Scotch regiment, who chanced to notice it, 
commenced bantering dim about disgracing a 
Scotch bonnet by placing it on a rebel's head. 
“ Thank God!“ exclaimed Reb., it is only a 
matter of necessity. I had rether be in h—il 
than be a Scotehman That officer suddenly 
came to the conclusion that he had business 
in some other part of the camp. 

Nothing obeerved by the secession prisoners 
seemed to astonish them more than to see the 
manner in which our citizens visiting them were 
dressed. Said one of the Mississippians, who 
at home was considered somewhat of a wag: 
„rather conclude it is the Sabbath day, up 
here; the people all seem to be dressed in 
their Sunday-go-to-meeting clothes Seeing 
that an inquisitive Yankee was eyeing him 
rather sharply, the same man remarked, 
“aside”; Wonder if that man ever saw me 
before! If he hasn't it's all square, as I never 
saw bim until now and I don't care if I never 
see him more!" And the joker turned his 
head without a smile, and accepted a ping of 
tobacco from a reporter, who had gone to 
camp with his pockets filled for the purpose 
of distributing to the new arrivals. 

Some few of the prisoners, we have heard, 
still appear to harbor a sort of bitterness of 
spirit toward our people and institutions. It 
is related that last evening a citizen who was 
talking with a squad from Tennessee, over- 
heard the following dialogue between a tall, 
lank, Texan anda short, stub shot specimen 
from Alabama : 

Texan—W ell, Bill, I've changed my opinion 
of the northern people since I came among 
them. I used to think they were all caanibais, 
but I see they are not. I've 
have 
wen, perhaps you have changed, but 
I have not, and never will. I think as highly 
of the cursed Yankees now as I ever did—but 
no higher! 

Another incident will illustrate a different 
feeling on the part of an equally intelligent 
and more numerous class : One of the prisov- 
ers said in regard to his opinion of the leading 
generals of the Southern Confederacy, that 
there were a few who had entered the rebel 
lion with honest intentions and because they 
thought the war a holy one, but as for the 
traitorous coward, Floyd, he would be per- 
fectly content to remain forever a prisoner at 
the north if he could but have the pleasure of 
seeing him hung as high as Hamen."’ 

It is also related that Major Browa and his 
regiment were detailed to guard the rear of 
Floyd's brigade in their hegira from Fort 
Donelson, it being agreed that the Mississip- 
Plans were to join them. As soon, however, 
as the redoubtable Virginians were safely on 
board the boat which was to bear them up the 
river, the Great Thief turned to Maj. B. and 
coolly told him there was no room for him and 
his regiment, and left him to fight it out as
